Looking around at the moment, it looks like it 
is going to be a good year for beech mast (do 
you remember when you were younger and you used 
to eat the beech nuts — nice taste but you need an 
awful lot of them to fill you up?). The treas 
are hanging heavy with them and so are the ocak 
trees with acorns. If you care to look closer at 
the oak tree you'll see what a magnificent tree it 
is — not only does it provide a har for lots 
of insects and moths (the caterpillars of which 
provide the baby blue tits with their main food 
supply), it's also well known in folklore and 
requires about 200 gallons of water a day — some 
thirst!
